For  the  first  time  at  Selwyn  House,  drivers  education  has  been  offered. 
The  program  is  aimed  at  boys  who  will  be  at  least  16  by  the  end  of  the  coxirse. 
The  arrangements  have  been  made  by  Mr.  J.E.Iverson  for  the  City  Driving  School. 
The  tuition  fee  is  under  $60.00  depending  on  how  many  participants  there  are. 
The  more  boys,  the  less  the  cost. 

The  first  lesson  will  start  on  Februaiy  9th.  It  will  take  place  in 
the  Tower  Room  between  3*50  to  i^.^5  and  \n.11   continue  every  Wednesday  after  the 
9th  for  11  weeks. 

The  practical  driving  can  begin  any  time  after  the  third  theory  lesson. 
You  must  be  16  to  drive.  These  arrangements  will  be  made  directly  with  the 
instructor.  The  teacher  (for  the  practical  driving)  drives  out  to  your  house  and 
picks  you  up.  You  drive  to  your  partners  house  where  he  or  you  drives  you  home. 
The  partner  drives  himself  home  and  then  the  instructor  leaves.  You  must  live 
within  15  miles  approximately  of  Montreal  for  the  instructor  to  pick  you  up. 
Other  special  arrangements  can  be  made  with  the  instructor. 

On  passing  your  ifritten  and  practical  examination  with  the  license 
bureau,  you  receive  your  license.  You  also  receive  a  certificate  entitling  you 
to  insurance  reductions.  This  certificate  is  accepted  by  all  insurance 
companies. 

The  program,  if  a  success,  will  most  likely  be  continued  next  year. 
Thanks  to  Mr.  J.E.Iverson,  all  arrangements  have  been  made  possible.

GAZETTE  TOUR        ?age   eight 

On  Monday,  2k   January  a  group  of  boys  from  the  Selwyn  House  Examiner, 
accompanied  by  Mr.  Seville,  went  downtovm  for  a  visit  to  the  Gazette.  We  had 
a  hurried  lunch  at  school  and  then  hustled  out  to  the  cars  which  would  take  ut 
to  the  Gazette.  The  cars  were  driven  by  I'ir.  Seville  and  Mrs.  Peets. 
Unfortunately,  the  third  car,  a  taxi,  did  not  arrive  so  we  commandeered  another 
taxi  that  was  coming  for  the  swimming  group  and  headed  downtown. 

At   the  Gazette  we  were  mot  by  Miss  Gaboline,  who  introduced  Mr.  Joe 
Smith  who  took  us  for  the  tour.  Wo  began  at  the  Advertising  Department,  irtiere 
we  saw  people  answering  phones  and  writing  down  ads  that  were  called  in  by 
telephone.  '.'Je   also  learned  about  different  types  of  advertising.  Next  we  visited 
the  Computer  Rooms,  where  a  UNIVAC  computer  was  hammering  away  and  printing  sheets 
of  figures.  As  none  of  us  knew  much  about  computers  we  just  watched  for  a  few 
minutes  before  going  downstairs  to  the  Photoengraving  Department  where  various  ads 
were  being  prepared  for  the  printing  presses.  One  of  the  men  working  there 
showed  us  a  fast  exposure  of  an  ad  on  to  a  zinc  plate;  then  he  washed  it  and  put 
in  piirple  dye.  The  picture  which  resulted  was  very  clear.  We  were  also  shown 
other  ads  that  were  being  printed  for  other  newspapers  and  magazines,  as  the 
Printing  Comparvy  works  for  other  companies  besides  the  Gazette. 

Our  next  stop  xras  the  big  room  where  the  linotype  machines  were  making 
the  small  plates  on  which  letters  were  mounted.  These  plates  wnuld  then  be  put  on 
the  printing  presses  and  printed  on  to  the  thousands  of  pieces  of  paper  which 
rolled  through  the  presses.  We  watched  vdith  great  interest  as  a  man  showed  us 
how  the  machines  work.  The  machines  could  bo  explained  relatively  easily  but  you 
would  have  to  see  it  to  understand. 

Next,  we  visited  the  Editorial  Department  and  we  watchod  as  people 
chattered  on  the  telephones  and  took  notes.   Another  man  was  sitting  beside  a 
police  radio,  listening  for  signs  of  a  good  story.  The  Teletex  Department  was 
but  a  small  room  containing  several  clattering  machines  which  spelled  out  news 
stories,  weather  reports  and  stock  exchange  indices.  One  story  that  was  coming 
over  the  wires  at  the  time  was  the  report  that  a  Helga  R.  Hughes  had  made  large 
money  transactions  in  Switzerland. 

After  a  short  time  we  spent  just  watching  the  teletex  machines,  we  came 
to  our  final  destination,  the  printing  presses.  Nono  were  working  at  the  time 
so  I'Ir.  Smith  told  us  how  they  would  work.  Wo  also  saw  the  giant  rolls  of  paper 
which  were  used  in  the  presses.  Finally,  we  came  to  the  circulation  centre  where 
the  printed  newspapers  were  automatically  stacked  and  bundled  ready  for  the  trucks 
to  take  the  papers  to  the  carrier  boys. 

By  the  way,  the  Gazette  was  founded  by  Benjamin  Franklin  in  1778  as  a 
French  newspaper.  It  was  only  in  the  1820° s  that  it  became  an  English  newspaper. 

Thanks  go  to  Mr.  Seville  who  arranged  the  totir  and  to  Mr.  Smith.

INTERVIEW  WITH  MRS.  D.  BOYANER 

On  January  2'+,  1972  I  interviewed  Mrs.  D.  Boyaner,  Coordinator  of  the 
Drug  Education  Group  of  the  National  Council  of  Jewish  Women.  I  wanted  to  find 
out  about  the  Drug  Education  Course  which  is  currently  being  given  to  Montreal 
school  children.  They  found  that  most  children  know  names  of  drugs  but  they  do 
not  know  what  each  drug  is  made  up  of  and  what  effects  the  drugs  would  have  on 
them.  The  course  is  divided  into  three  parts.  First  they  let  the  children 
discuss  what  they  know  about  drugs  and  what  their  feelings  are  on  each  drug. 
Then  a  movie  is  shoxm  entitled,  "Drugs  and  the  Nervous  System."  The  movie  is  in 
living  colour  and  it  describes  what  will  happen  to  you  if  you  put  drugs  into  your 
body.  Then  they  ask  the  children  questions.   'TA/hat  would  you  do  if  you  met  a 
pusher?"  "I'Jhat  would  you  do  if  your  friend  invited  you  to  a  Pot  Party?"  etc.  - 
The  children  seem  to  accept  the  program  fairly  well  and  they  want  to  talk  about 
what  they  know.  Mrs.  Boyaner  says  the  younger  the  children,  the  better.  The 
other  kids  are  more  sophisticated  and  their  ideas  about  drugs  are  made  up.  The 
younger  children  are  just  coming  into  contact  with  this  potential  problem  and 
welcome  the  opportunity  to  receive  straight .'fa^tusGL  information.  Most  of  the 
children  cooperate  Ahd  take  part  in  the  course  but  some  are  restless.The  Council 
also  gives  courses  to  adults;  they  were  surprised  to  find  out  how  little  the 
parents  knew.  By  the  way,  each  discussion  loader  received  two  years  of 
training  so  they  are  skilled.  Mainly  the  program  is  a  success.   As  the  LeDain 
Commission  recently  stated,  the  best  way  to  cut  down  on  the  drug  problem  is  by 
giving  Drug  Education.

If  you  like  long  figures  here  are  some  to  be  found  in  Astronoiry. 

The  densest  star  called  A.C.70  82^7  which  is  only  i*.,000  miles  in 
diameter.  Each  cubic  inch  of  this  star  is  estimated  to  weigh  about  1,600  million 
tons.  This  star's  mass  is  2.8  times  bigger  than  that  of  the  sun's. 

The  lightest  star  is  only  0.8  of  the  sun's  mass  or,  in  other  numbers, 
li+, 000, 000, 000, 000, 000, 000, 000, 000  tonsS  I  hate  to  think  what  the  densest  star  is 
like! 

The  largest  of  stars  is  estimated  to  be  a  triple  star",  iMpha  Herciills. 
This  triple  system  is  enveloped  in  a  cold  gas  and  is  estimated  to  be  170,000 
million  miles  in  diameter. 

The  smallest  star  is  LP  327-186,  whose  diameter  is  only  half  the  diameter 
of  the  moon.  It  is  iOlD  "light  years  distant  (  a  light  year  is  the  distance  that 
light  travels  in  one  year).  It  was  discovered  in  May  I962. 

The  remotest  objectt.  discovered  by  man  is  the  quasar,  (for  quasi-stellar 
radio  source)  PKS  0237-23.
